He blames this condition on "the studied 
refusal of bureaucrats In the war food ad- 
ministration and OPA to take any steps to 
avert further wholesale, scandalous waste ot 
meat and a prospective shortaRc of meat 
products that will be disastrous In the months 
just'ahead." ' 

For the country's sake we hope llie sen- 
ator was not "reliably" informed. For his 
sake, we know tlial he had better be "reli- 
ably" Informed, or he'll find himself out on 
a lone and precarious limb. 

These charges are too serious to be over- 
looked. They demand nothing less than a 
complete showdown. Irrespective of whom It 
may discredit.

NATIONS AT WAR 



OUll IIOSIMTAI. IS APPIIOVED 

While the Twin Falls county general hoi- 
pltal Is still Inadequate to take care of thl.f 
community's needs, it Is encouraging to learn 
that tiio iTutltutlon has finally been placed 
on the list of hospitals approved by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. 

It Is pointed out that approval of the coun- 
ty hospital Is provisional. For reasons that 
were acceptable. It had not been able to ful- 
fill all the requirements In every detail at the 
time of survey In December, but because the 
hospital Is endeavoring to meet these requir- 
ed atandards, the American College ot Sur- 
geons has seen (It to grant It recognition. 

There Is no rcoson to minimize the Im- 
portance of this Improvement In our hospit- 
al's standards. No doubt It means greater ef- 
ficiency and better care for Its patients, and 
the staff descn'es much credit for bringing 
these Improved conditions about. 

But let's not make the mistake of con,slru- 
InR this recognition to mean that one of o 
problems la solved. Even under normal con- 
ditions the hospital's limited facilities arc 
strained and Its personnel Is forced lo work 
imdcr serious handicap,'!. In case of a general 
epidemic, there's no telling what might hap- 
pen. 

A hospital, ample to care for this commu- 
nity's needs under any circumstance, should 
continue to bo one of our foremost objcc- 
tlves.
